History has been considered among all na-
tions as one of the noblest hrauches of huwian
knowledge, and leading histurians have aver
been ranked among the brightest glories of
their respoctive countries and amoung e
mout distinguished benefaciors of the human
race. Tho pralses of history bave been pro-
claimod by Cleero Wimself In torme as honor.
able 1o hix golden style ns to the subjeet
of our study. “Hiztory is the witness of the
apgrs, the torel of truth, the lfe of mem.
ory, tho gulde of lfe, the messeager from
tho past.' The kind of dnstructlon that his-
tory affords Is most preciouns, for It gives us,
witl comparatively little trouble, that knowl-
edge which ¢thors have attained by long and
oflon bitter pxpotience; It enables one man 1o
profit. by the life of milllons. As he travels
in miond through various lands and succes
sfNe ngos he observes the customs of di-
verse natione, thelr manners of worship, of
government, ot warfare, of commerce and of
agriculture, their eultivation or thelr neglect
of the elegant and the useful arts; and he
bocomes acqualnted especially  with  the
characters of men and the workings of the
human passions. Thus hig wmind 18 enlarged,
hle views are extended and le gathers wis-
dom for his own conduct, learning what
coursd of life leads to success and what
other course leads to destruction.

VALURE OF HISTORY.

Hence one of the soundest modern eritics,
Frederle Sehlegel, to whom, though a for-
elguer, Boglish literature 'owes a large debt
of gratitude, has well remarked In his valu-
ablo “lLectures on Modern History” (page 2):
*History comstitutes the apparentily easy and
first element of all Instraction; and yet the
more cultivated the mind of a man is the
mora multiplied opportunities will he find of
applying It and turning’ It to use, the more
will he discern its richeas and divine Its
deeper senne,  Indeed, no thinker Is so pro-
found a¥ to be able to anticipate with ace
curacy the courss of history, no scholar so
fearned as to think he has exhausted It or has
come to the bottom of it, and no govereign
#0 powerful that he may with impunity dis-
1egard Its sllent teaching.'

And the elogquent Borsuet, himself so
Jofty an historian, thus beging his intro-
duction to his discourse on universal his-
tory: "If history weré of no use to other
men it ought to bhe made the study of
prinves There |8 no means so capable of
discovering to them what passions and in-
terests, times and conjunctures, and good
and evll coungels may effect. " * =+ I7
experience is necessary for them to govern
well, there ls nothing more conducive to
thelr Instructlon than joining thelr own
dally experience to the example of past
ages, *° * * When they see the most
secrat vices of princes exposed to the view
of all mankind, notwithstanding the fnlge
praises bestowed upon them In their life-
time, they feel ashamed of the vain delight
which flattery gives them, and are con-
vineed that true glory can only conslst
with merit.,”

STUDYING HISTORY.

What the great French orator here says
of princes Is in our own democratle coun-
try oapplicable to maglstrates and states-
men, to the writers of our literature, the
orators of our popular assemblies, nay, to
every one in our midst who aspires to
think for himself and to be a leader of
thought In the circle in which he moves
Qur own age and country cannot just now
boast of many distinguished statésmen. A
more thorough course of studies for our
leading men would be a blessing, and in
particular a deeper and more correct
knowledge of historical events. This want
of wise statesmanship ls floating along with
the full tide of temporal abundance and
unlversal comfort; but It is now beginning
to be felt when this same current in Its
ebh 18 drifting in upon the hidden shoals
af seoret discontent among a starving and
embittersd people on the one hand, and the
deep-rooted unshaken rocks of overbearing
monopolles on the other. It were well It
our statesmoen were In time to learn a lesson
from the revolutions and the ruins of other
lands and other powerful nations, where
all was apparently opulence and magnifi-
conee in the upper reglon of woclety until
ths hearts of the people were carrupted
and tho strength of the nation was un-
dermined by those same agencies which
aroe now at work in our midst,

To glve one example of the wizdom that
s'atesmen may gather from the gtudy of
history, we may refer to the fnfluence which
Thiers exerclsed In France when the revo-
lutlons of 1830 and 1871 threatened his coun-
iry with irretriovable ruln. He had stuid-
fed deeply the revolution of 1788, of which
ho bhas written a learned history: he found
the same causes that were working around
him tending to produce the same effects as
thoy had done in the preceding century; ae
they are apt to in every generation; because
human nature s over the same, and to a
cortaln extont history is constantly repeat-
{ng itsclf. This knowledge gave him a deep
inslght into the tendencles of parties, and
e was {hus enabled to direct the ship of
state amid familiar shoals st a time when
it wos in imminent dapger of belng wracked
by the surging billows of popular passions,

HSSENTIAL KNOWLEDGI,

Still let It nat be supposed that history
48 of use to kings and statesmoen and poli-
ticlans only. “It would be shameful,” says
the Mllustrious Bossuet again (ib.), “'not
merely for a prince, but for any gentleman,
not to be acquainted with mankind, and
with those memorable changes which the
course of time has produced in the world.”
In fact, there are few studies which con-
tribute more to give the mind that expan-
slon of view, that liberal educatlon which
dlstingulshes the gentleman from the com-
mon crowd, than the study of history. The
minds and hearts of men are naturally nar
row enough; but they may be expanded by
contact with other minds and other hearts
grander and nobler than themselves, Hls-
tory brings us thus into contact with the
greatest men of wll ages and natlons, and
oxpands all our faculties, as astronomy ex-
pands our conceptions of space, Dlesides,
fn this land of popular government espe-
clally, the most retired gentleman cannot
afford to leave the destinies of his country
to the merecy of politiclans. Politipians, It
is well known, are not ususlly the soundest
and most ncorrupt portion of the commun-
ity. But thuy ecan be kept In check by a
sound publle opinlop on the leading gues-
tlons of the day; and this public epinion
can be oreated and maiptained in a country
by those educated men who know how to
think for themsslves In the calm trangull-
Ity of thelr own homes, whether they after-
ward pour forth thelr thoughts through the
channels of public speaking or of private
conversation or through the myriad-toned
organs of the periodic press. If 1 can sue-
coed, by these occaslonzl eountributions to
our local Hterature, In throwing out such
hints as will ald my readers Lo study his-
tory in the future with increased interest
aund profit, with a clearer understanding of
the real value of our leading historlans, and
of the lessons of wisdom to be learned from
thelr preclous works, I shall feel that my
time and labor have been well bestowed for
tho real good of our common country.

QUALITIES OF HISTORY.

Having explained the lmportance and the
Algnity of history, we will now proceed
to conkider Its essentlal qualitles. We will
define It as “the record of the past for the
Instruction apd guldance of the present and
future generutions,” It i¥ wol then a mere
statement of separate facts and bewildering
or even appurate dates and vumbers; but it is
the study of our own rags, our own human
famnily, of men with sharacters and aspira-
tions, convictlons and surmises, passlons
aud emotions slmilar to our pwn; the study
of thelr eutérprises, thelr successos and thelr
revordes, thelr exaltation and their degrads-
tion, their trivmohs sod their defeats; aud
bl this s exhibited before us as studied out

conxlderation. The object la not that we
may white gway the |dle hours in beholding
this wonderfal panorama pass before our
eyes but thal we may ste In our Anoostors
and our fellow men of other races and olher

times what wman truly i, whal our own
generation Ip in comparissn with others that
have gone before It, what we omn bBe and
what wa ought to be ourselees; what Aun-
gers have proved the ruin of others, and

WHAT HISTORY TRACES.

Hiutory thus written tcaches us how to
trace aventy to their venl caures, proximats
and remote.  For Instatos, |1 e not satisfied
With Informing us what events made up
the French revolution of 17589, what tremegn-
dous ebullitions of the worst passions of
a reckless and maddened populace swapt
over one of the fairest lands of the earih,
destroyed its advanced elvilization, and made
It for a time a pandemonium, BPut It traces
this ebullition of passlons to Itd source, to
the pride of an Infatuated aristocracy, to
thelr heartless oppression of the Inboring
classes, to the crushing out of religlous cdy-
catlon, to the consequent dlsappohrance of
religion and consclence from among the
people,

Take up the first volume of Aligon’s His-
tory of RBurope, from the commencement
of the Frenoh revolution of 1780, Run your
eye along the marginal analysis of this
eminently logloal production, and you will
Beq At a glance from what remote sources
the able historian traces the causes of that
awlul catastrophe; how clearly he exhibits
the forces at work in producing It. 1f you
study the details with care you will soon
become convinped that long continued pp-
presslon will embitter the minds of the
people; and if roveronce for religion is af
the same time upraoted fromn thelr hearts,
then, when the hour of retribution will eomae
at last, [t will burst upon the nation ke
Ao cycloge, with uncontrollable fury, and
leave nothing but rulne in its track,

You have now learned a lesson from the
experiehes of others, and you thus see how
history I8, as we have deflned it. a record
of the past for the instruction and guldance
of the present and future generations. The
faot that history is thus capable of {nstruct-
Ing us Is founded on the prineiples that ke
causes will ever tend to produce like effocts,
that buman nature is the same in all races
and In all countries, and men will, there-
fore, bo to a great extent similarly affected
by slmllar circumstances. We thus learn
by a procesis of Induetion. PBut we must re-
member that such Inductions have not that
rellatillity which belongs to the physleal
sclences; therefore historle knowledge s
not sclentific knowledge In tho strictest
sense of the word. For selence derlves
neceisary concluslons from certaln prinelples,
but the conclusions of history are not
necessary; they always depend more or loss
on ithe free will of the agents concerned.

FREE WILL OF MAN.

We are here touching on a matter on which
there are falge views In the minds of some
able writers of history. Some of thesa deny
the free will of man, though every one of
them percelves that he ls a fres agent him-
self; of this certuinty no man can rld him-
self and all the laws of gociety are founded
on It. And still these so-called sclentists
must disregard human liberty or forsake
their false theorles. When Lhey do not dis-
tinetly deny human  liherty they artfully
manage to lgnore It and thus they strive to
make history a neceesary evolution of hu-
mamity. *No matter If the facis be phys-
lcal or moral,” says Taine 1n hils unsound
“History of English Literature™ (introd.),
“*they all have thelr causes; there 1s a cause
for nmbition, for courage, for truth, as there
is for digestion, for muscular movement, for
animal heat, Viee and virtue are products,
Hko vitriol and sugar.' And In all hls ab-
stract dissertution on this subject free will
(a most important human factor) Is totally
Ignored; it {2 never mentioned; Its existence
Is Implicltly denled, "As In mineralogy,” he
says (lv), "the crystals, however diverse,
apring from cortaln physical forma. So In
history civillzations, however diverse, are
derived from certain splritual forms. The
one are explained by a primitive geometrical
element, as  the other arg by a primitive
paychological element.” And  theose psy-
shologleal elements he explaing to be Images
or impressions made on. man, {gnoring ut-
Ltearly the subjectlve element of liberty in
oach individual. Misled by the same false
theary, the ereatic philosopher, Vietor Cousin,
exclaimod, “Give me the geographieal posi-
tion ‘of a people and I will give you lts his-
tory.” He might, perhaps, glve us a few
goneral feantures of that people’s eharactier;
but Its history, never. Cousin wrote that
presumptuous and really foollsh  sentence
when he was Intoxicated with the temporary
enthusinsm created by his false philosophy,
and when by kis brilllant style and his bold
speculutions he was become the ldol of the
yvouths of Frapce, Hig wild vagarles of
eclecticism remaln still & portlon of modern
literature, mizgulding the young and unwary

and certaln and in
manifestutions the moxt “In-
(Lectura  on  “Modern His-

oven In our own land. “These are
thy gods, 0O Israel!” But few now
know of his bitter regrets In later

yonrs, when age and experience had matured
his wisdom. Listen how changed Is his
tone at that more sober season of life:
“Young men,'” he says (the Month, vol. V1
. 449) “listen not to those superficial minds
who glve themselves out as profound think-
prs, becuuse, ke Voltalre, they have discov-
sred diMlenlties In Christlanity. Meaaure
your progreis in philosophy by the growth
of the tender veneration which you feel foy
the religion of the gospel,” ete. 1 mean to
eriticlse hittory In the light which age and
more mature reflection and a returning falth
hrought to Cousin, not ns a vielonary like
Talne, but as a man of sense who Known
with menkind in general that men are free
wicents, that virtue I8 to be praleed and vice
to ba abhorred and vepressed, and that there
8 an overruling Providence guiding the
{eitinles of natlons ke those of Individuals,
With this caution in our minds agalnst the
possible exaggeration of the certainty of
historical knowledge, we are now prepared
‘o eonsider what laws should regulate the
somppoxition of history.

Forty Miles cf Main Oanal in the Frenchman
Vallay.

IRR'GATION OUT IN HITCHCOCK COUNTY

Farmers in Sonthwestern Portion of
the Sinte Sueceed In Tarning
the Waters of a River
Over Thelr Lands,

“Ohar big irrigation ditch whigh fallows the
Fronchman valley for forty miles in Hitch-

ook county, down In the =outhwesklern cor-
ner of the state, will be ready for active
operation on March 1."" sald Irigation Agent
Hubbard of the Durlington taliread yes:
terday to a Bee reporter, Mr, Hubbard
has  jJust returned from Cullertson, near
where the new diteh Is located, and s en«

thusiastio over the prorpecilve suovess of the
mammoth enterpris

The main diteh in forty miles In length.
The widih st the head of the ditch s thirty

feet, though It tapers near the other end,
belng but twelve feot wide at that polnt.
The completed diteh will carry water for
16,000 fcren of land adjacent to the diteh
The total cost of construction will be be-
tween  §200.000  and $250.000, The coming

sonsan will be the first time that the whole
ditch haz beon operated through an entire
gcnson,  Parts have been operated during the
st year, but never all of It for an entire
season.

“The ditch 1s In good condltion from one
end to the other,” =ald Mr. Hubbmsl. 1
wint over It carefully and think it la one
of the best large dltches 1 ever saw, It will
lerigate probably 5,000 acres during the com-
Ing weason. This {8 a largs tract of land
to be irrigated during the first season of a
ditch. It tekes some time for a ditch to
work up to its mreatest capacity, the arca
which It can water Increasing (rom year to
year, The Irrigation xoaszon In (rom April
16 to November 1. Last fal] a larige wren of
ground near CulbefMson was wet and Lhe
farmers made a good thing feeding their
swine and cattle on alfalfa. Some of us
Invested some money in this way and Just
doubled It

“In 1891 there was a bill passcd by the
slate legislature  whioh provided for the
ostablishiment of a state agricultural ex-
perimental station at Culbertson. The bill
passed without any opposition; but every
altempt to carry out the provisions of the
hill has been defented Coneequently no
appropriation has ever been made for es-
tablishing #such a station. Now (hat the
noew irrigation diteh i» ahout to he opened
unusunlly favorable advantages are offered
for such an experlmental station at that point.
There Is now a bill before the legislaturs
to uppropriate $15,000 for experimental ata-

tion work, the amount to be divided evenly
between Culbert¥on and some point on the
Pintte river, In orvider to help the matter

nlong we have just declded to glve the uze
of forty acres of land at Culbertson for five
vears for the work of the experiméntal sin-
tion, It seems Lo me such an approprintion
would be far more 2onsible than the grant-
Ing of nld to the extent of §10,000 (o rain-
making schemes.™
